A Bible text on Liberty Bell? 


Liberty Bell and an open Bible belong together. Liberty 
Bell has become a symbol of freedom; and the Bible is the 


source of that freedom. 


~ Human liberties are not derived from doctrinaire discus- 
sions of the rights of man nor from an extension of the law 
of the jungle, nor from the sophistry of school men. Human 
liberties come from God our Creator, Plato and Aristotle pro- 
pounded principles of Greek democracy, but did not procure 
freedom either for themselves or for succeeding generations. 
The limited democracy of the early Greek city-states degener- 
ated rather rapidly into indefensible tyrannies; the popular 
eontrol in Roman republican government drifted into dema- 
goguery and deification of the Caesars; the motley array of 
medieval kingdoms produced the absolute monarchies of early 
modern times. None of those forms of government recognized 
any natural rights belonging to the masses. 


The great liberties now enjoyed 


by mankind in many parts of the 
world stem directly from. the 
Word of God, with its teachings 
that we are God’s creatures and 
His potential sons, that we are re- 
sponsible to our Creator and to 
each other, that human govern- 
ment is divinely ordained for hu- 
man welfare and not for exploita- 
tion of the masses by the few. It 
is clearly apparent that wherever 
democracy exists in the world to- 


unhindered distribution of the Bi- 
ble. Dictators hate the Law of 
God as much as they do Liberty 
Bell, on which it is inscribed. The 
Scripture verse on Liberty Bell 
declares in bronze what the found- 
ing Fathers of our Republic stated 
in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence: 

“We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by 


their Creator with certain inalien-

The Resurrection of the Dead

forth: they that have done good 
unto the resurrection of life, and 
they that have done evil unto the 
resurrection of damnation.” 
Heathen philosophers guessed at 
the immortality of the soul, but 
never dreamed that the body would 
get up and join it. This idea is ex- 
clusively Scriptural, and beyond 
reasoning. Indeed, all analogies fail. 


You say—as the wheat is put 
in the ground and comes up, so 
will. our bodies. I reply—if the 
wheat entirely dies, as in the case 
of long protracted wet weather, 
there is no resurrection of it. So 
the analogy fails. 


You say that the caterpillar be- 
comes a butterfly, and so our dead 
bodies may take on a splendid ex- 
altation. I reply that there is no 
interregnum of life between the 
caterpillar and the butterfly; and 
therefore the analogy fails. 


You say that there is a perfect 
type of the resurrection in the 
trees in springtime. I reply that 
the tree does not die in the winter, 
it is simply dormant; and there- 
fore the analogy fails. The body, 
though cut up by dissecting knives, 
and burned in the furnace, shall 
come together. 


There must forever be mysteries 
about this, and the mystery in- 
creases as science progresses. We 
find that comparatively a small 
part of the body is reduced to dust. 
There is very little earthy sub- 
stance in it. It is largely composed 
of fluids and gases, which eva- 
porate or separate themselves, leav- 
ing but very little for the dust, so 
that the body becomes widely scat- 
tered through earth and air; and 
how it can be re-organized is a 
question before which the chemist 
stands confounded. But while there 
are in this theory of the resurrec- 
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tion many things above reasoning, 
there is nothing contrary to reason. 


Objections 

The objectors say that the body 
is scattered to such great distance 
it can never be gathered, For in- 
stance, a man went into the Mexi- 
can. war and lost a foot. He came 
to New York, and by accident lost 
a finger. He afterward went as a 
missionary to China, and there 
died. Will the foot come from 
Mexico, and the finger from New 
York, and join the body in China? 
I answer, it is no harder for God 
to do that than to do the things 
that He has already done. 

Your body is already made up 
from all the zones of the earth— 
made up of raisins from Italy, of 
bananas from Florida, of birds 
from the prairie, and of sugar from 


the far South; made up from Rus-— 


sia, Brazil, and Oregon; fruits and 
plants from all these localities have 
become a part of your body. 

The objector says, “Suppose a 
man be eaten by cannibals, how 
can his body be brought back?” I 
answer, that there is no proof that 
the earthy part of a human body 
ever can be absorbed in another 
body. I suppose God has power 
to keep these bodies everlastingly 
distinct. But suppose that a part 
of the body was absorbed in an- 
other body—could not God make 
a substitute for the part that had 
been absorbed in another body? 
The resurrected part of a good man 
would rather have a_ substituted 
portion of body given it than that 
part of the body which a cannibal 
had eaten and digested. | 

But the objectors say again that 
a man’s body entirely changes every 
seven or ten years, so that a man 
at seventy years of age has had 
seven distinct bodies! At the last 
day, this idea would imply that 
the man should have seven heads, 
and fourteen feet, and other parts 
of the body corresponding! But we 
answer that the Bible distinctly 
states that it is the body that goes 
down into the grave that will come 
up again, and not those portions 
that for many years “were being 
sloughed off. 


The Mists Cleared Away 


But come, let us get out of this. 
I stood on the top of the Catskills 
one bright morning. On the top of 


the mountain was a crown of flash- 
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ing gold, while all beneath was 
rolling, writhing, contorted cloud. 
But after a while* the arrows of 
light, shot from heaven, began to 
make the glooms of the valley 
strike tent. The mists went scurry- 
ing up and down, like horsemen in 
wild retreat. The fogs were lifted, 
and dashed, and whirled, Then the 


whole valley became one whole il-: 
j}lumination, and there were horses 


of fire, and chariots of fire, and 
thrones of fire, and the flapping of 
angels of fire. Gradually, without 
a sound of trumpets or roll of 
wheel, they moved off. The green 
valleys looked up. Then the long 
flash of the Hudson unsheathed it- 
self, and there were the white flocks 
of the villages lying amid the rich 
pastures, golden grain-fields, and 
the soft radiant cradle of the vai- 
ley, in which a young empire might 
sleep. 

So there hangs over all the graves 
and sepulchres, and mausoleums of 
the ages a darkness that no earth- 
ly lamp can lift; but from above 
the Sun of Righteousness shines, 
and the dense fogs of scepticism 
having lifted, the valleys of the 
dead stand in the full gush of the 
morning of the resurrection. 


At The Sound of The Trumpet 


Various Scriptural accounts say 
that the work of grave-breaking 
will begin with the blast of trum- 
pets and shoutings; whence I take 
it that the first intimation of the 
day will be a sound from Heaven 
such as has never before been 
heard, It may not be so very loud, 
but it will be penetrating. 

There are mausoleums so deep 
that undisturbed silence has slept 
there ever since the day when the 
sleepers were left in them. The 
great noise shall strike through 
them. Among tHe corals of the sea, 
miles deep, where the shipwrecked 
rest, the sound will strike. No one 
shall mistake it for thunder, or the 
blast of earthly minstrelsy. There 
will be heard the voice of the un- 
counted millions of the dead, who 
come rushing out of the gates of 
eternity, flying toward the tomb, 
crying, “Make way! O grave, give 
us back our body! We gave it to 
you in corruption. Surrender it now 
in incorruption,” 


Thousands of bodies arising from 
the field of Waterloo, and from 
among the rocks of Gettysburg, 
and from among the passes Of 
South Mountain. A hundred thou- 
sand are crowding Greenwood 
Cemetery. On this grave three 
spirits meet for there were three 
bodies in that tomb. Over that 
family vault twenty spirits hover, 
for there were twenty bodies. 

From New York to Liverpool, 
at every few miles on the sea route, 
a group of hundreds of spirits com- 
ing down to the water to meet their 
bodies. See that multitude!—That 
is where the ‘Central American’ 
sank, And yonder multitude!—that 
is where the ‘Pacific’ went down. 
Found at last! That is where the 
‘City of Boston’ sank. And yonder 
the ‘President’ went down, A soli- 
tary spirit alights on yonder prairie, 
-—that is where a traveler perished 
in the snow. The whole air is full of 
spirits—spirits flying north, spirits 
flying west. 

Crash! goes Westminster Abbey, 
as all its dead kings, and orators, 
and poets go up. Strange comming- 
ling of spirits searching among the 
ruins. William Wilberforce, the 
good, and Queen Elizabeth, the bad. 
Crash! go the pyramids, and the 
monarchs of Egypt rise out of the 
heart of the desert. 

Snap! go the gates of modern 
vaults. The country graveyards will 
look like a rough-plowed field as 
the mounds break open, All the 
kings of the earth; all the senators; 
all the great men; all the beggars; 
all the armies—victors and van- 


quished; all the ages—barbaric and 
civilized;.all those who were chop- 


» 


ped by guillotine, or simmered in 
the fire, or rotted in dungeons; all 


|the infants of a day, all the octo- 


genarians—All! All! not one strag- 
gler left behind. 

A surgeon told me that after the 
battle of Bull Run he amputated 
limbs, throwing them out of the 
window, until the pile reached up 
to the window-sill. All those frag- 
ments will have to take their plac- 
es, Those who were born blind 
shall have eyes divinely kindled; 
those who were lame shall have a 
limb substituted. In all of the host 
of the resurrected not one eye miss- 
ing; not one foot clogged; not one 
arm palsied; not one tongue dumb; 
not one ear deaf. 


What Will These Bodies Be? 


But how will these bodies look? 
The bodies of the righteous, in the 
first place, will be glorious. The 
most perfectly-formed body, in- 
deed, is a mere skeleton to what 
it would have been had not sin 
come. God’s model of a face, of.a 
hand, of a foot, of a body, we 
know not, If, after an exquisite 
statue has been finished, vou should 
take a chisel and clip it, and clip 
it, and set the statue in an out- 
of-door exposure, its beauty would 
nearly all be gone. Yet the human 
body has been clipped, and blasted, 
and battered for thousands of 
years, 

Physical defects have been hand- 
ed down from generation to genera- 
tion for six thousand years, and 
we have inherited all the bodily in- 
felicities of all the past. But when 
God takes the righteous out of their 
graves, He will re-fashion, and im- 
prove, and adorn according to the 
original model, until the difference 
between the gymnast and the ema- 
ciated wretch in the infirmary is 
not so great as that between our 
present bodily structures and our 
gloriously reconstructed forms. 
Then you will see the perfected eye, 
out of which, by waters of death, 
has been washed the last trace of 
tears and study, Then you will see 
the perfected hand—the knots on 
the knuckles of toil untied. No 
more stoop of the shoulders from 
burden-bearing and the weight of 
years, but all of us erect, elastic—— 
the life of God in all the frame. 

The most striking and impres- 
sive thing on earth now is a hu- 
man face: yet it is veiled in the 
black veil of a thousand griefs. 
But when God on the resurrection 
morn shall put aside the veil, I 
suppose that the face of the sun 
in the sky is dull and stupid com- 
pared with the outflaming glories 
of the countenances of the saved. 
I suppose that when those faces 
shall turn to look toward the gate 
or up toward the throne, it will be 
like the dawn of a new morning on 
the bosom of everlasting day. 

The body will be immortal. The 
physical system is. perpetually 
wasting away. It is only because 
we keep putting in the fuel that 
the furnace does not go entirely 
out. Blood-vessels are only canals 
to carry bread-stuffs to the dif- 
ferent parts. If these supplies fail, 


we die, Sickness and Death lurk 
around to see if they cannot get a 
pry under the tenement, and at a 
slight push we tumble off the em- 
bankment of the grave. But the 
righteous, arisen, shall have an im- 
mortal body. It will be incapable 
of disease. You will hear no cough 
or groan. There will be no miasma 
or fever in the air, There will be 
no rough steep down which to fall, 
no fracturing a limb. 


People cross the sea for their 
health; but that voyage over the 
sea of death will cure the last 
Christian invalid. There grows an 
herb on that hill that will cure the 
last snake-bite of earthly poison. 
No hospital there, no dispensary, 
no medicines, no ambulances, no 
invalid chair, no crutches, no ema- 
ciation, no spectacles for poor 
sight, no listing of windows to keep 
out the cold blasts, but health im- 
mortal for resurrected bodies of 
the righteous. 

Again: The body will be .power- 
ful, Walking ten or fifteen miles, 
we are weary. Lifting a few hun- 
dred pounds makes us pant. Un- 
armed, meeting a wild beast, we 
must climb, run, dodge, or some- 
how get out of the way. Eight 
hours’ work makes any man tired. 
But the resurrected body shall be 
mighty, God always will have 
great projects to carry on, and 
will want the righteous to help. 
We know not what journeys the 
resurrected may have to take, or 
what heavenly enterprises they 
may have to carry on, I suppose 
the heavenly city is more busy 
than any earthly city, and that 
Broadway at noonday is quiet com- 
pared with the business of Heaven. 
Yea, it is noonday all the time, 
and all Heaven is coming and go- 
ing. They rest not day or night, in 
the lazy sense of resting, They 
have so many victories to cele- 
brate! so many songs to sing! so 
many high days to keep! They 
need no night, for their eyes are 
never weary. They need no sleep, 
for there is no call for physical re- 
novation. If they sit down under 
the tree of life, it is not to rest, 
but with some resurrected soul of 
earth to talk over old times, and 


rehearse the battles in which they 


fought shoulder to shoulder. 
Jacob wrestled with the angel, 
but was not thrown, because the 
angel favored him; but Jacob once 
resurrected, an angel could not 
throw him. There would be no such 
thing as wrestling down the giants 
of Heaven, They are strong, sup- 


ple, unconquerable, immortal ath- 


letes. 

That kind of a body I want. 
There is so much of work to be 
done that I now begrudge the hours 
for sleep and necessary recreation. 
I sometimes have such views of 
the glorious work of preaching the 
Gospel that I wish from the first 
day of January to the last day of 
December, without pausing for 
food, or sleep, or rest, I could tell 
men of Christ and Heaven. Thanks 
be to God for the prospect of a 
resurrected body that shall never

There are many good texts for 
Easter sermons. I will be preach- 
ing at the city-wide Easter sun- 
rise service in Buffalo, New York, 
at Kleinhan’s Music Hall and will 
probably use a text in Acts 17:30, 
31: “And the times of this ignor- 
ance God winked at; but now 
commandeth all men every where 
to repent: Because he hath ap- 
pointed a day, in the which he 
will judge the-world in righteous- 
ness by that man whom he hath 
ordained; whereof he hath given 
assurance unto all men, in that he 
hath ‘raised him from the dead.’ 

Some thoughts I would use for 
Easter would be these:

That was a blessed resur- 
rection-hymn sung at my father’s 
burial: 


“So jesus slept: God’s dying Son

blessed the bed. 

Rest here, blessed saint, till from

The morning break and pierce the 
shade.” 


The Resurrection of Damnation 


But my text speaks of the res- 
surrection of damnation. The Bible 
says but little about it; yet it is 
probable that as the wicked are, 
in the last day, to be opposite in 
character, so will they be in many 
respects, opposite in body. Are the 
bodies of the righteous glorious— 


‘those of the wicked will be repell- 


ing. 

You know how bad passions flat- 
ten the skull and disfigure the body. 
There he comes up out of the grave- 
yard—the drunkard; the blotches 
on his body flaming out in worse 
disfigurement, and his tongue bit- 
ten by an all-consuming thirst for 
drink—which he cannot get, for 
there are no dram-shops in Hell. 
There comes up the lascivious and 
unclean wretch, reeking with filth 
which made him the horror of the 
hospital, now wriggling across the 
cemetery lots—the consternation of 
the devils. Here are all the faces 
of the unpardonable dead. The last 
line of attraetiveness is dashed out, 
and the eye is wild, malignant, 
fierce, infernal; the cheek aflame;

If the glance of the faces of the 
righteous was like a new morning, 
the glance of the faces of the lost 
will be like another night falling 
on midnight, If, after the close of 
a night’s debauch, a man gets up 
and sits on the side of the bed, 
sick, exhausted and horrified with 
the review of his past; or rouses 
up with delirium tremens, and sees 
serpents crawling over him or 
devils dancing about. him--what

some are fallen asleep. After that, 
he was seen of James; then of all 
the apostles. And last of all he 
was seen of me also... .” 

I think we should emphasize al- 
so that since Christ rose from the 
dead we will see our loved ones 
in glorious - resurrected _ bodies, 
when Jesus comes. (See I Cor. 15). 

Again, the text mentioned above 
shows that the resurrection of 
Christ proves there will be a 
judgment, and therefore men 
ought to repent. 

Sunday school teachers should 
make Easter time a special time 
of soul-winning effort. Do not let 
Christian people have their minds 
too much on a big musical pro- 
gram, or new hats, or Easter 
lilies. Take time to press. the 
claims of Jesus Christ while we 
celebrate His resurrection from 
the dead. 

Sunday school teachers would 
do much better to talk about 
Christ’s resurrection and what it 
means to us, how it is pictured 
in baptism, how it will take place 
for all the saints at Christ’s re- 
turn, how all of us should be ready 
for that glorious return of Christ 
and the resurrection of Christians 
and the changing of the Christian 
dead at any time, than to.talk 
about rabbits and Easter eggs. 

Those who have been recently 
bereaved of loved ones will be 
specially tenderhearted at Easter 
time when people talk about the 
resurrection of Christ, and the 
resurrection of the Christian dead. 
I suggest that all those who have 
lost loved ones within the last 
year and who expect to meet them 
in Heaven, be allowed to stand and 
be recognized in the services, or 
those who have lost loved ones 
during the year. Capitalize on it 
for Jesus Christ! It would be a 
good idea to take the book, Bible 
Facts About Heaven, which has 
comforted so many thousands of 
bereaved ones, and give it to every 
family who has lost a loved one 
within the last year. Over two

The fourteenth chapter of John 
is perhaps the best loved passage 
of Scripture. Yet many who love it 
seem to overlook the sure promise 
of the Lord’s return contained in 
the three opening verses: 


“Let not your heart be troubled: 
ye believe in God, believe also in 
me. In my Father’s house are 
many mansions: if it were not so, 
I would have told you. I go to 
prepare a place for you. And if I 
go and prepare a place for you, 
I will come again, and receive you 
unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also.” 


My friends, it was Christ who 
spoke these words to those who 
loved Him. He uttered them 
shortly before He went to the 
cross to die for the sins of the 
world. Then He died; He arose; 
and went back to Heaven to pre- 
pare a place for His own. I be- 
lieve that place must be almost 
ready, and that He will surely 
return to take. us to Himself— 
perhaps in this generation. We 
must not set dates for His com- 
ing, for He definitely warned us 
against that error; yet He meant 
exactly what He said when He 
told us that He would come again, 
giving us also many positive signs 
that would point to his sure re- 
turn. 


We look once more at the sacred 
record to see how He will come, 
and there we find the angelic 
message, which speaks for itself. 
The risen Lord had shown Him- 
self alive after His suffering and 
death over a period of forty days, 
but only to those who believed on 
Him. Then after He had given 
them the great commission to 
evangelize the world by the power 
of the Holy Spirit of promise, 

“... While they beheld, he was 
taken up; and a cloud received 
him out of their sight. And while 
they looked stedfastly toward 
heaven as he went up, behold, two 
men stood by them in white ap- 
parel; Which also said, Ye men 
of Galilee, why stand ye gazing 
up into heaven? this same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like man- 
ner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven.”—Acts 1:9-11. 


And, as a lonely exile on the 
Isle of Patmos, the beloved dis- 
ciple saw the glorified Lord Jesus, 
and comforted every child of God 
by the divinely-inspired promise: 

“Behold, he cometh with clouds; 
and every eye shall see him, and 
they also which pierced him: and 
all kindreds of the earth shall wail 
because of him... .’—Rev. 1.7. 


The Personal, Bodily Return Of 
Christ To The Earth 


My friends, these and many 
similar quotations from the Word 
of God cannot be spiritualized at 
all. They must be taken literally. 
It is impossible to interpret them 
to mean anything except what 
the plain reading makes them to 
mean. Before the first World War, 
Christian leaders were talking 4- 
bout how the church would con- 
vert the world and usher in a spirit- 
ual kingdom. I wonder what those

If they have not accepted the pre- 
millennial coming of Christ, to 
establish His own kingdom in visi- 
ble power and great glory, as 
taught plainly in the Scriptures, 
they are floundering in a maze 
of bewilderment. All their human 


reasonings and logic fail to answer 


the question, “Why is the world not 
getting better and better as we 
thought it would?” The trouble 
was with their human reasoning 
and logic, which perverted the 
| Scriptures, and spiritualized teach-

ings that God means for us to take 
literally. When He stated that the 
risen Lord Jesus would “come 
with clouds,” and that “every eye” 
should “see him,’ God meant ex- 
actly that. How else can “they 
also which pierced him” look upon 
the nail-pierced hands and the 
wounded side, if Christ does not 
return personally, bodily, visibly 
to the earth? 

The apostles were not expecting 
to see a converted world at the 
second coming of Christ, as their 
epistles repeatedly bear testimony. 
Charles and John Wesley, Charies 
Spurgeon, Dwight L. Moody, all 
the flaming evangelists who have 
seen hundreds and thousands born 
again—these did not preach that 
the world would grow better and 
better beeause of the ministry of 
the church, but rather, that it 
would become worse and worse, 
as a godless humanity turned a 
deaf ear to the Gospel of the 
grace of God. They taught that 
Jesus Himself would come to con- 
vert the world in a moment, and 
to establish His personal rule over 
a world cleansed by His purifying 
judgments. This is the clear teach- 
ing of the prophetic Word of God. 

Christ will leave the place He 
now occupies, and return for His 
church, the born-again bride of the 
heavenly Bridegroom, which will 
meet. Him “in the air.” After the 
church is translated, the Anti- 
christ will be revealed, to reign 
for that short but awful period 
known in Scripture as “the seven- 
tieth week of Daniel.” To end “the 
great tribulation,” which that 
Satan-inspired “beast” will bring 
upon the earth, the Lord Jesus will 
return in power and great glory— 
bodily, visibly, personally—to es- 
tablish His kingdom of peace and 
righteousness. Then He will be 
recognized by men, angels, and 
demons as King of kings and Lord 
of lords. He will rule for a thous- 
and years; and He will come be- 
fore the thousand years to set us 
His own kingdom. That is what we 
mean by saying that His return 
will be premillennial—befgre the 
millennium. 

Surely man should know by now 
that no human power can bring 
in lasting peace! Only God can 
work that miracle! And yet, even 
today, we hear well-meaning men 
announcing from the pulpit and 
over the radio the purpose of the 
democracies to make the peace 
which follows this second World 
War one which shall end all wars! 
They are sincere, but uninformed, 
concerning prophetic truth. And, 
being ignorant of what the open 
Bible teaches, they are also with- 
out excuse. 


The Teachings Of The Apostles 
Concerning The Return Of Christ 


Not only did Daniel and other 
Old Testament prophets plainly 
teach the literal interpretation of 
the return of Christ; not only did 
the Lord-Jesus Himself. set it 
forth in no uncertain terms; but 
the apostles, whom professing 
Christendom claims to follow for 
church truth, also linked it with 
every doctrine they taught and 
with many exhortations they gave 
to the children of God. Let us 
look just here at a few of these: 

Observance of the Lord’s Day 
and Public Worship. When Paul 
wanted to exhort Christians to at- 
tend te the keeping of the Lord’s 
Day and the assembling of them- 
selves together in public worship, 
he did so with an appeal to the 
imminency of the Lord’s return: 


“Not forsaking the assembling 
of ourselves together, as the: man- 
ner of some is; but exhorting one 
another: and so much the more, 
as ye see the day approaching.”— 
Heb. 10:25. 


Faithfulness in testimony. When 
Paul exhorted the Hebrew Chris-

Winning to Christ Through the Sunday School 


By P. E. Burroughs, D.D. 


The Sunday school offers a natural and superior oppor- 


tunity for winning to Christ. 


The easy, somewhat informal 


life of the school, the close relation of teacher and pupil, the 
ample opportunity for personal touch, the presence of young 


life in great abundance, these 


and other considerations make 


the Sunday school an excellent agency for evangelism. 


We will wish to do our winning 
work by departments. We are de- 
partmentizing our schools for the 
purposes of management and in- 
struction. Gradually we are coming 
to offer departmental programs for 
social life. More and more we will 
seek to evangelize by departments, 
offering in each department just 
the teaching and the appeal needed 
by the pupils of that department. 

The advantage of a departmen- 
tized program for soul winning 
must be at once apparent. A meth- 
od much in vogue in the other days 
was to assemble the school for 
evangelistic services with the little 
ones at the front and all the grades 
together. The word suitable for the 
very little people was hardly the 
word which was suitable for the 
older boys and girls; the appeal 
suitable for the youths was hardly 
the appeal required by unbeliev- 
ing adults, The proposition intend- 
ed for the more mature children 
was sometimes accepted by the im- 
mature little ones, to the discom- 
fort of the workers and to the un- 
doing of the seriousness of the oc- 
casion. Who has not witnessed just 
such scenes? In the departmental 
school, the pupils are separated in- 
to congenial groups and each group 
can thus have suitable instruction 
and guidance. The workers in the 
departments, themselves guided and 
encouraged by the pastor and su- 
perintendent, can bring to their 
several groups the teaching and the 
appeal which may be needed. 

The Junior period (9 to 12) 
. probably will be found to be the 
great harvest season so far as pub- 
lic confession and baptism are con- 
cerned. A certain pastor was ac- 
customed to go at frequent inter- 
vals into the Junior department. He 
would present the claims of Jesus 
and ask the saved boys and girls 
to come and stand together about 
him. Then he would propose that 
those who desired to seek the Lord 
should come also and stand with 
them while a prayer was offered. 
After the prayer. and while all sang 
softly, the pastor would invite and 
urge acceptance and public confes- 
sion of the Saviour. Thus he kept 
the matter of personal faith press- 
ed upon the growing youths and 
there can be little wonder that few 
pupils in that school ever passed 
out of the Junior department un- 
saved. 

We cannot too earnestly insist 
that boys and girls should be won 
to Christ before they leave the 
Junior department. It has been well 
said that the time to help the dif- 
ficult teen age best is before the 
teen age is reached, The years pre- 
ceding the trying turbulent years 
of early adolescence may be used 
to develop strength, to form char- 
acter and to fortify against the in- 
evitable testings which are to come. 
By all means bring the boys and 
girls to Christ and get them an- 
chored in the church before they 
leave the Junior department. 

The Intermediate department (13 
to 16) will also be found to offer 
a fruitful evangelistic field, espe- 
cially if the work has not been 
closely pressed among the Juniors. 
Evidently there is vast advantage 
in being able to deal separately and 
appropriately with each division of 
life. The Young People and Adults 
must not be neglected; tactful ef- 
fort, persistently made, will bear 
abundant fruit among men and 
women who, though they are not 
Christians, are yet willing +o at- 
tend Sunday school for the study 
of God’s Word. 

Many teachers will wish to deal 
with their pupils in the class. There 
are teachers who have little teach- 
ing ability, but who possess rare 
tact in speaking to the class col- 
lectively and to individual mem- 
bers about matters of personal 
faith, and who thus are able to do 
a far-reaching work, Many oppor- 
tunities arise in the class, In the 
prayer offered with the class, men- 
tion may be made of “the lost in 
our number,” in a way to make 
a deep impression. In making spe- 
cial applications or appeals, the 
teacher’s eye may rest for a mo- 
ment on the unsaved pupil in a way. 


to search and impress. Simple 
evangelistic services may be held 
with the class, especially if there 
are separate classrooms. 

The teacher bent on the saving 
of his pupils may wish to have the 
pupils in his home for this pur- 
pose. Few teachers perhaps realize 
with what deference, even rever- 
ence, they are regarded by their pu- 
pils. Especially is this true among 
the younger children. To be _ in- 
vited to “teacher’s home” is an 
event of no small consequence. And 
“teacher's home” is an _ excellent 
place and affords an excellent op- 
portunity to win the pupil to Christ. 

A discouraged teacher wished to 
give up her class, saying, “I seem 
unable to win my girls to the Sav- 
iour.” The pastor said, “Let us try 
one time more. Invite two of the 
girls to your home tomorrow, and 
I will drop in and talk the matter 
over with them.” The next after- 
noon the pastor came into the 


teacher’s home and found two 
bright girls seated there. He 
opened the great subject of 
salvation immediately and pre- 
sented the claims of Jesus. 


There in “teacher’s home” the two 
girls gave their hearts to the Sav- 
iour, Within a week every lost girl 
in the class had been invited to 
the home of the teacher and had 
there confessed Jesus. 


Perhaps it may be well to visit 
the home of the pupil. A visit to 
the home for this express purpose 
may have good results. Go over to 
the home and say to the one who 
meets you, “I came to see John on 
a matter of some importance. Oh, 
he is not at home! then tell him I 
will call again in a day or two; I 
must see him.” When another call 
is made, “I am glad to see you, 


»John. No, your mother must not 


leave us. I want her with us. I 
came over to talk to you about 
giving your heart to Jesus. I have 
long prayed and labored to that 
end, and I hope the time has come 
when you will yourself seek the 
Saviour.” When the conversation is 
thus definitely open, it will be easy 
to press for a decision. 

A pastor had been in an evange- 
listic service on a Sunday after- 
noon, and his heart was stirred with 
desire to lead some soul to Christ. 
He prayed for guidance and found 
his heart led out toward a fourteen- 
year-old boy who had recently 
moved into the community. Walk- 
ing over to the home, he found the 
boy in the yard. “John, I came 
over to see you; come with me 
into the house.” Entering the 
home, “Mrs. L—, I came over to 
talk to John about the Saviour. 
Will you come and sit with us?” 
The old, sweet story was told, of 
how Jesus came to live and die in 
our stead, They prayed together in 
the parlor, and the boy was happi- 
ly saved. The mother, amid tears 
of -gratitude, told the pastor how 
only two months before the boy’s 
father had, on his deathbed, charg- 
ed the child to seek the Lord; “‘God 
sent you to our home today; both 
John and myself were hungry for 
just the message you brought.” And 
they are hungry for our message, 
more of them than we know. A 
choice place to deliver the message, 
a favorable atmosphere, may be 
found in the home of the pupil 
whom we seek to win. 


In seeking to win to Christ we 
will perhaps do well to write let- 
ters. Children and young people 
have not grown accustomed, as we 
older people have, to receiving 
communications by mail. A let- 
ter, a card, from “teacher,” may 
mark an event in the life of a child. 
It may be well thus to approach 
the question of the soul’s welfare. 
This will open the way later for 
an easy conversation on the great- 
est of all questions. 


Henry Clay Trumbull tells how 
a letter won him to Christ and 
turned the tide of his life. “Before 
I had read the last of this letter, 
I was on my knees in that corner 
room in that lofty tower summit, 
asking forgiveness of God and com- 
mitting myself to a long-slighted

Saviour. That was a turning point 
in my course; and in a half cen- 
tury that has passed since then I 
have been renewedly more and 
more grateful for the writing of 
that letter, and for the loving spirit 


that prompted it.” 


Certainly the teacher will not 
wish to write the same letter to 
different children, nor will he care 
to write in formal or stereotyped 
style. Let him say in _ simple, 
straightforward fashion the things 
which are in his heart. In writing 
to the child or in speaking to him, 
there is no need to be yourself 
childish. Be your own self, talk 
quietly and earnestly as would be 
natural in discussing a matter so 
grave, 


In winning to Christ we will 
need to use the young people them- 
selves as evangelists to their lost 
companions, We ought to do this 
because thus youthful workers 
grow in faith and in vision and 
conviction of Christ. We ought to 
do this also because they may 
have fine influence in this work 
among their companions. 


A young preacher was resting 
during the afternoon of a busy day 
during a season of revival. There 
was a timid knock—a little boy 
thrust his head in at the door and 
said, “Please, we boys are in trou- 
ble; could you come down into the 
garden and help us out?” The 
preacher was a bit perplexed; what 
could the trouble be; had one of 
the boys fallen out of a tree and 
broken his arm? Certainly, the 
preacher would help the boys if 
he could. Walking down into the 
garden with his youthful guide, he 
saw a strange sight. Seven boys 
were sitting around a little fel- 
low, trying to lead him to Christ. 
The leader said, “We have done 
our best; we have each one of us 
told him how we found Jesus, but 
we do not seem able to make it 
plain.” The preacher sat down in 
the group and told how he him- 
self, a lad of ten years, gave his 
heart to Jesus, and pointed out 
the way of life. Then they bowed 
their heads and prayed, and while 
they prayed the light dawned on the 
childs’ sorrowing soul, and a blessed 
sense of forgiveness possessed 
him, That night when this boy 
came to confess the Saviour, the 
pastor called the other boys up and 
told the story of what had hap- 
pened in the garden that afternoon. 
“These boys are my helpers; I am 
counting on them every one.” And 
those boys became helpers indeed; 
they banded themselves together 
and worked for their lost friends 
so faithfully that a score of boys 
were brought to Jesus. 

“No,” said a young girl to Miss 
Margaret Slattery at a conference, 
“it isn’t any of the speakers or the 
books, or sermons that have in- 
terested me; it is just Edith and 
Alice. They are such splendid girls 
and they just love the church and 
all the work they are doing. They 
are having such good times and 
are truly happy. I want to under- 
stand it. Whatever it is, I want it.” 
Who has not heard similar testi- 
mony? Because our youths can 
more surely reach their own com- 
panions and because such effort 
brings back into their own lives the 
richest blessings, we ought to en- 
courage them to bear witness 
among their own friends. 

In our soul-winning efforts we 
may well use the Cradle Roll and 


the Home Department as fields for 


| service, While yet in the pastorate 
the author had the pleasure of wel- 
coming into church membership a 
young business man and his wife. 


|On the Monday following he was 


with the man in his office, and 
ventured to ask him about the in- 
fluences which brought him toa de- 
cision. “It was very simple,’ the 
man replied; “some of your work- 
ers came over to my house and 
asked for the name of our baby 
for something which they called a 
Cradle Roll, My wife had never 
heard of such a thing, but she was 
greatly pleased with the interest 
shown in the baby and with the 
promise of the women that they 
would pray for the baby each day. 
I went home one day and my wife

Frank L. Brown was for thirty 
years superintendent. of a _ great 
Sunday school in Brooklyn. During 
that time more than 3,000 mem- 
bers were added to the church from 
the Sunday school. The superinten- 
dent and his workers put large em- 
phasis on the meeting of social 
needs and sought to offer a well- 
ordered program of social activi- 
ties for all parts of the school. Mr. 
Brown tells of a particular class of 
fourteen-year-old boys which he 
had once a month in his home for 
some eats and games. Mr. Brown 
tells the story: “One night the boys 
were playing a game of rolling 
agates on the parlor carpet, these 
agates stopping as near as possi- 
ble to a mark. In their interest they 
forgot the carpet and dug big ridges 
in it with their shoe tips. The next 
morning, Mrs, Brown, then a young 
bride, came down with me to the 
parlor. ‘Oh, Frank, my carpet, my 
canpet!’ ‘Yes, my dear, but my 
boys, my boys! I think we’ve got 
the boys!’ ’”’ Years after, Mr. Brown 
found one of those boys sitting as 
a judge in a juvenile court, and 
was introduced by him to a judge 
of the Supreme Court as his Sun- 
day school teacher, Mr. Brown re- 
called that this was one of the boys 
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who dug up his parlor carpet years 
before and he said, “What is a 
mile of carpet to a yard or two of 
boy?” 

In this work we need to persist 
with the rare patience of Jesus 
Himself. We will find individuals 
who will resist our efforts and baf- 
fle us utterly. Whoever undertakes 
this work with the thought that 
children and young people will al- 
ways yield.readily to appeals and 
efforts, will find himself sadly dis- 
appointed. Young people will some- 
times resist the Spirit with a strange 
perverseness. We will need to be 
patient and persistent. 

A revival was drawing to a close, 
The last night a few boys had re- 
sponded to the appeal to seek the 
Lord, One of these boys interested 
the preacher especially, a boy of 
pure face and noble form. The 
claims of the gospel were urged, 
and this lad trembled under the 
power of a great conviction, At last 
he said, “I will not decide this 
matter now. I mean to be a Chris- 
tian, but not now.” The meeting 
closed that night. The next Satur- 
day afternoon the boy was acci- 
dently shot, As death approached, 
the Christian physician, at the re- 
quest of the family, urged him to 
accept and confess the Saviour. 
“No,” he said, “when the preacher 
pleaded so faithfully last Monday 
night I decided that I would not 
yield. The Spirit seemed to leave 
me then, and my heart is now cold 
and dead as a stone.” Thus he 
went out without, Christ and with- 
out hope. The preacher has often 
wished, and wishes today, that he 
had yet further persisted if per- 
chance he might have availed when 
the boy was so near the kingdom.

Good News for Everyone! 


By D. L. Moody 


“Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every 


creature.’—Mark 16:15. 


_I wish you would mark that text. It does not say, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gospel to the elect” ; it does 
not say, “Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to 
the rich,” or to the learned, or to the unlearned; but “Go ye 
into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature.” 


I am one of those men who be- 
lieve that God means what He 
says; that when God says, “Go 
and preach to every creature,’ He 
means that every man shall be in- 
vited to the gospel feast, that none 
need be excluded, and that none 
meed stay away. Then if a man 
does not come, it will be because 
he is not willing to accept the in- 
vitation. As Christ says, “Ye will 
not come to me, that ye might 
have life.” It is not because men 
cannot come, it is because they 
will not come. 


The Devil does not want you to 
hear the text. That is just what 
gives life, the Word of God. The 
text is worth more than the ser- 
mon. Hear the proclamation, “Go 
ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature. He 
that believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved; but he that believeth 
not shall be damned [condemn- 
€ed].”’ 

That is plain language, is it not? 
It is so plain, that no one here 
need misunderstand it. As I said 
before, Christ means what He 
says. He sends out His messengers 
to proclaim the glad tidings. Geth- 
semane is’ behind; the empty 
grave is behind; Calvary, in all its 
horrors, is now passed; He is on 
His way back home to take His 
seat at the right hand of the Fa- 
ther. His little church is gathered 
round Him—a little handful of 
men, and He breathes upon them 
the Holy Ghost; and now this is 
His parting commission, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” I thank 
God for that text. I thank God 
é that the commission is for us to 
\ proclaim it to every creature, and 
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that every person in this wide. 
wide world is invited to the gospel 
feast. 


The Promise for All 


Every one of God’s proclama- 
tions is connected with that word 
“whosoever.” I think it was Rich- 
ard Baxter who said-he thanked 
God for that ‘‘whosoever.” He 
would rather have that word 
“whosoever” than “Richard Bax- 
ter’: for if it were “Richard Bax- 
ter,” it. might refer to some other 
Richard Baxter, one who had lived 
and died; but ‘whosoever’ he 
knew meant him. 

I heard of a woman once that 
thought there was no promise in 
the Bible for her; she thought the 
promises were for some one else, 
not for her. There are a good 
many of these people in the world. 
They think it is too good to be 
true that they can be saved for 
nothing. 

This woman one day received a 
letter and when she opened it she 
found it was not for her at all; 
jit was meant for another woman 
that had her name. Her eyes were 
thus opened to the fact that if she 
should find some promise in the 
Bible directed to her, she would 
not know whether it meant her or 
some one else who bore her name. 
But you know the word “whoso- 
ever’ means every one in this 
house; that boy down there, that 
gray-haired man, and that young 
man right in the blush of youth. 

“Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospe! to every crea- 
ture.” It does not leave out one. 
Go and proclaim.the glad tidings 
to every man on the face of the 
earth. 


Pardon for the Prisoners 
I was in Ohio a few years ago, 


‘and was invited to preach in the 
{State prison. Eleven hundred con- 


victs were brought into the chapel, 
and all sat in front of me. After 
I had finished preaching, the cha- 


plain said to me: 


“Moody, I want to tell you of 
a scene which occurred in this 
room. A few years ago, our com- 


| missioners went to the governor 


of the State, and got him to pro- 
mise that he would pardon five 
men for good behavior. The gov- 
ernor consented with this under- 
standing—that the record was to 
be kept in secret, and that at the 
end of six months the five men 
highest on the rell should receive 
a pardon, regardless of who or 
what they were; even if they were 
there for life they should receive 
a pardon. 


saying, ‘I hold in my hand par- 
dons for five men.’ ”’ 


The chaplain told me he had 
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The commissioner went on to 
tell .them how they had earned 
the pardon; but the chaplain said 


to him, “Before you make your}: 


speech, read out the names. This 
suspense is awful.” 

So he read out the first name, 
“Reuben Johnson will come up and 
get his pardon’; he held it out, but 
no one came forward. 


He said to the governor,» “Are 
all the prisoners here?” ‘The gov- 
ernor told him they were all there. 


Then he said again, “Reuben John- 


son will come and get his pardon. 
It is signed and sealed by the 
governor. He is a free man.” The 
chaplain told me he looked right 
down where Reuben was, and saw 
him looking all around to find the 
fortunate man who had received a 
pardon. 


Finally the chaplain caught his 
eye, and said, ‘“Reuben, you are the 
the man.” Reuben turned round 
and looked behind him to see where 
Reuben was. The chaplain said, 
the second time, 


time he looked round, thinking it 
must be some other Reuben. Now, 
men do not believe the gospel is 
for them. They think it is too 
good, and pass it over their shoul- 
ders to the next man./ But you 
are the man tonight. This boy, 
this gray-haired man, this repor- 
ter, and every creature, all dare 
invited. 

Well, the chaplain could see 
where Reuben was, and he had to 
say three times, ‘‘Reuben, come 
up and get your pardon.” At last 
the old man got up and came along 
down the hall, trembling from 
head to foot; and when he took 
the pardon, he looked at it, went 
back to his seat, buried his face 
in his hands and the prisoners 
heard him weep to think he was 
a free man. 


When the prisoners got into 
ranks to go back to the cells, Reu- 
ben stepped in too. The chaplain 
had to call, ‘‘Reuben, get out of 
the ranks; you are a free man, you 
are no longer a prisoner.” That 
is the way men make out pardons. 
They make out pardons for good 
character or good behavior. But 
God makes out pardons for men 
that have no character, and who 


have. been.very, very bad. He has. 


a pardon for every sinner in Lon- 
don who will take it. I do not 


care who he is or what he is like. 


He may be the greatest sinner 
that ever walked the streets of 
London; ‘but. I come with glad 
tidings, and. preach the gospel to 
every creature, “and whosoever 
will, let him take the water cf 
life freely.” Every man is invited.

I have to do?” I replied, ‘Yes, 
that is all you can do. You receive 
Him first.” 

“But won’t I have to ask for 
Him?” ! 

I answered, “You need not do it. 
What is the use of asking for what 
God is offering?” 

Suppose I say to this boy, ‘‘Look 
here, I want to give you my Bi- 
ble,” and the boy says, “I wish you 
would make me a present of the 
Bible. Will you give it to me?” 

Still I say, “Take it, take it,” 
yet he keeps asking for it.

Well, when I wanted an orange, 
I did not go to an orange-tree and 
pray the orange to fall into my 
pocket; but I walked up to a tree, 
reached out my hand, and took 
it. He said “take,” and I took. 

God says, “There is my Son; 
take Him.” “The wages of sin is 


death; but the gift of God is eter- 
nal life.” 
God Is a Giver 

Satan is down in the audience 
working while I am _ preaching. 
Satan says, “If you take it, you 
will have to give up too much. 
Do not let that man have power 
over you. Do not believe that man. 
If you become a Christian, you 
have to give up too much.” 

Let me say—mark the words— 
God does not come here and ask 
any man to give up anything. The 
first thing God wants you to do is 
to take; and after you have taken 
the new life, and have a new 
nature, old things will pass away, 
and all things will become new. 

I tried to stop swearing before 
I was converted, and the more I 
tried the worse I became. But one 
night when Jesus met me, I just 
received Him, and I have had ro 
desire to swear since. It stopped 
itself; I got something better. The 
things I once loved I now hate; 
and the things I once hated I now 
love. There was a perfect change, 
a revolution in my life, when God 
revealed Himself to me; and since 
then His yoke is easy, and His 
burden is light. 

God does not come down and 
say, “Young man, give up this and 
that’; but He says, “There is My 
Son; take Him.” 

There is the gift, and I tell you 
there is nothing that God can give 
us that is worth more than the 
gift_of eternal life. If you were al- 
lowed to choose you would ask for 
eternal life. You would rather 
have that gift than any other, and 
that is the gift that God wants 
to bestow upon you. God Says, 
“Here it is, all in My Son. 
If you receive Him here, He 
will receive you yonder.

May God help you 
to believe now, and to receive 
the gospel tonight! 


The Rich Evangelist and the

Isaiah says, “He was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised 
for our iniquities: the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; 
and with his stripes we are heal- 
ed.”

I can imagine, when Christ said 
to the little band around Him,

able Rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty, and the Pursuit of 
Happiness. That to secure these 
rights, Governments are instituted 
among Men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the 
governed.” 


The Basis of English Freedom 


That the Bible lies at the basis 
of American liberties is easily dis- 
cerned in the annals of mankind. 
The English Revolution of the 
seventeenth century, which broke 
the blatant and brutal autocracy 
of the Stuarts was accomplished 
by Bible-believing, God-fearing, 
Psalm-singing, stout-hearted men 
with strong spiritual] and political 
convictions. In Parliament and in 
pitched battle, fearless, freedom- 
loving men fought, and if neces- 
sary, died, because they had spirit- 
ual convictions against pretensions 
to “divinity that doth hedge the 
king,” against arbitrary applica- 
tion of the laws of the land, and 
against plotting inssecret, sinister, 
Star Chambers. The Puritan John 
Hampden in his sturdy. stand 
against the imposition of ‘ship 
money” tax, John Pym in his pro- 
longed and desperate opposition to 
royal despotism in the Long Par- 
liament, Oliver Cromwell with his 
rough, perhaps uncouth Round- 
head “religious men,” scattering 
royalist forces at Marston Moor, 
are all representative of the Bible- 
believing generation that brought 
at long length liberties to the com- 
mon man of England. John Lil- 
burne, tempestuous, tireless, unin- 
timidated by the brutality of whip- 
ping post, pillory or prison, became 
the leader of a small and despised 
group called the Levellers whose 
political persuasions, based on the 
Bible, were prophetically power- 
ful. In the fear of God they stated 
their position without fear of any 
man, and their words have become 
strangely familiar to us. A full 
century before Liberty Bell rang 
out its ultimatum to tyrants, the 
Levellers sounded their political 
clarion against autocracy in words 
such as these: _ 

“First, they assert it as funda- 
mental that the government of 
England ought to be by laws, and 
not by men; they say the laws 
ought to be the protectors and 
_preservers under God of all our 
persons and estates. ... They say 
that Englishmen ought to fear 
nothing but God and the breach 
of the laws.... 

“The Levellers’ second maxim, 
or principle about government, is 
that all the laws, levies of monies, 
war and peace, ought to be made 
by the peoples’ deputies in parlia- 
MONE; os: 3 

“The Levellers assert it as an- 
other principle that every man of 
what quality or condition, place 
or office whatsoever, ought to be 
equally subject to the laws. Every 
man, say they, high and low, rich 
and poor, must be accountable to 
the laws, and either obey them or 
suffer the penalties ordained for 
the transgressors; there ought to 
be no more respect of persons in 
the execution of the laws than is 
with God Himself if the law be 
transgressed. .. .” 

Puritan and Leveller, as well as 
Fifth Monarchy Men, Diggers, and 
other early heralds of revolution

against tyranny, however they dif- 
fered among themselves on the 
details of the democracy they de- 
sired, were all one in their faith 
in the Bible as God’s Word and in 
the freedoms found therein. Hav- 
ing become God’s freemen they 
would be in bondage to no man. 
By the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury the Glorious Revolution broke 
the bulwark of Stuart pretensions 
and brought basic freedom to Eng- 
lishmen. The charter of the Revo- 
lution, the Bill of Rights of 1689, 
contained, in the measured analy- 
sis of the historian. Macaulay, 
“The germ of ‘the law which 
gave religious freedom to the Dis- 
senter, of the law which secured 
the independence of the Judges, of 
the law which limited the dura- 
tion of Parliament, of the law 
which placed the liberty of the 
press under the protection of jur- 
ies, of the law which prohibited 
the slave-trade, of the law which 
abolished the sacramental test, of 
the law which relieved the Roman 
Catholics from civil ‘disabilities, 
of the law which reformed the rep- 
resentative system, of every good 
law which has been passed during 
a hundred and sixty years, of 
every good law which may here- 
after, in the course of ages, be 
found necessary to promote’ the 
public weal, and to satisfy the de- 
mands of public opinion.” It was 
Bible-motivated men that had 
brought liberty to become _ the 
birthright of every Englishman. 


The Basis of American Freedom 


The colonists brought with them 
to the New World strong convic- 
tions against autocracy and ar- 
rogance. Distance from the home- 
land and the atmosphere of the 
frontier made fierce lovers of li- 
berty. America furnished the very 
air of freedom; and in every court- 
room and country store, repre- 
sentative assembly and _ rural 
gathering, there were passionately 
discussed and practiced the princi- 
ples of human freedom—freedom 
from arbitrary action of tyrants 
or tax-gatherers. The basis of this 
cherished freedom was essentially 
a spiritual one. Because they were 
God’s creatures, they were slaves 
to no man. The Congregationalists 
of the stern and rock-bound coast 
of New England, the quiet Quak- 
ers, the mystical Mennonites of 
the Middle Colonies, and even the 
Cavaliers of the Old Dominion 
held in common the Biblical prin- 
ciples of human dignity—because 
of creation, human responsibility, 
and liberty. These commonheld con- 
victions became epitomized in the 
request of the Pennsylvania Com- 
mittee when it ordered from 
Whitechapel in London a new bell 
for the State House, to contain 
this clause from Leviticus 25:10: 

“Proclaim liberty throughout all 
the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof.” 


- Tradition tells that the actual 
choosing of the text was made by 
Isaac Norris, superintendent of the 
State House in Philadelphia, one 
of three commissioned by the As- 
sembly to procure the new bell. 
Norris was known to his contem- 
poraries as a deep student of the 
Scriptures and a very devout per- 
son.

The fear of God and the love of 
Géd lie deep in the foundation of 
American freedom. The Declara- 
tion of the thirteen United States 
of America, adopted on July 4, 
1776, and proclaimed to the world 
from the Assembly Hall by Liber- 
ty Bell on July 8 of that year, 
spoke of the conviction that the 
Creator had endowed His. crea- 
tures with certain inalienable 
rights which could not be swept 
away nor traduced by tyrants.

Eighty-seven years after Liberty 
Bell rang out its challenge to 
tyranny and its message of hope 
to earth’s downtrodden masses, 
Abraham Lincoln spoke in solemn 
sentences to Americans gathered 
at Gettysburg for the dedication 
of a new national cemetery. -In 
his brief address he made refer- 
ence to the principles that under- 
lay the founding of the New Re- 
public and the dangers then be- 


-seven years ago our fathers 
brought forth on this continent 
a new nation, conceived in lib- 
erty, and dedicated to the pro- 
position that all men are creat- 
ed equal.

When I ask her to ex- 
plain a conception of a God that 
would make Him give certain di- 
rections attributed to Him in the 
Bible, she is unable to explain, but 
is quite certain that “God said it.” 
At my sister’s suggestion, I write 
to ask your comments on the fol- 
lowing five Scripture passages.

Dear. Mr Y 

I am glad that you wrote me 
frankly. I have always maintained 
the position that faith in God and 
Christ and the Bible is the most 


the world, and that no honest, in- 
telligent Christian has anything 
to fear from honest investigation 
and from the truth, found any- 
where. And I certainly agree with 
your sister in believing that the 
Bible is the infallible Word of God. 
And I am sure she means, as L.do, 
that the Bible, in the original 
manuscripts, was inspired of God 
and without error. I would not 
want to be responsible for every 
letter of a translation particularly 
and take sides that the King 
James Translation is more’ the 
Word of God than the Revised 
Version, or vice versa. Actually, 
those of us who have studied the 
matter for years know that the 
translations are so reliable as to 
be without any important criti- 
cism. In fact, scholars agree that 


only one word out of a thousand) 


in the Bible has ever been ques- 
tioned as to its fidelity to the ori- 
ginal manuscripts. I say, I agree 
With your sister that the Bible is 
the infallible and reliable Word of 
God. And a Christian, having prov- 
ed again and again and again that 
the Bible is the Word of God, that 
God keeps His promises, that it 
is trustworthy, would be right to 
say, as your sister does, that “God 
Said it,” and to believe it whether 
she could understand or explain all 
of it or not. 

Even so, I could not promise to 
explain every word in the Bible. 
You see, God is bigger than man, 
and God’s Book is wiser than any 
man’s book. But, thank God, I 
have again and again proved that 
the Bible is scientifically accurate, 
historically correct, morally per- 
fect, and so I would be unscien- 
tific and going by my prejudices 
and not by the facts if I did not 
accept the Bible as the very Word 
of God, which it has proved itself 
to be. 

1: I am sending you my pamph- 
let on The Verbal Inspiration of 
Bible, because I want you to see, 
first, what the Bible claims for 
itself, and second, some of the 
scientific evidence that honest men 
must accept, proving that the Bi- 
ble is more than any human book. 
I hope that you will read it care- 
- fully and with a sincere and open 
heart. 


You say you are “pretty much 
of a free thinker.’”’ Now if that 
word “free thinker’ means what 
it ought to mean, it means that 


is from Eastport, ; 


you are open-minded, that you 
have a free will, ready to accept 
the truth wherever you find it 
properly supported. If it means 
that, then of course you will seek 
to know what God’s Word says 
and to know the evidence for its 
veracity. If, on the other hand, it 
.means that you are an enemy of 
God, an enemy of the Bible, then 
of course you will not read any 
evidence that I shall give with an 
open mind, and you are not really 
a free thinker at all, but a slave 
to a blind prejudice, with animosi- 
ty against ‘the God of the Bible, 
the God who made you; a de- 
votee of sin not willing to re- 
pent. I do not want to think that 
about you. I have found that not 
all who declare themselves open- 
minded really want to know the 
truth. I hope that you do. If so, 
you will search, as I did when a 
young college-teacher, to find out 
whether the Bible is really the 
Word of God or not. And, if you 
want to know, you can find the 
truth. Remember Jesus said in 
John 7:17, “If any man willeth to 
do his will, he shall know of the 
doctrine, whether it be of God, or 
whether I speak of myself’ (Re- 
vised Version). If you really want 
to do the will of God and follow 
what light He gives you, He will 
give you more light. If you. do not 
earnestly seek to know the will 
of God in order to do it, then of 
course you are not an honest in- 
vestigator and God has no obliga- 
tion to reveal the truth to you. 

In this connection I would like 
to send you a copy of THE 
SworRD OF THE LorRD with the 
wonderful article, ‘My Infidelity 
and What Became of It,” by the 
late Dr. B. H. Carroll. If you are 
as honest as he was in seeking the 
light, you will certainly find it. So 
you see, I am glad that you are in- 
vestigating the truth. If your 
heart is honest, you will find it. 

2. You aSked me to explain 
Deuteronomy 21:10-14. That Scrip- 
ture says the following: 

“When thou goest forth to war 
against thine enemies, and the Lord 
thy God hath delivered them into 
thine hands, and thou hast taken 
them. captive, And seest among the 
captives a’ beautiful woman, and 
hast a desire unto her, that thou 
wouldest have her to thy wife; 
Then thou shalt bring her home 
to thine house; and she shall shave 
her head, and pare her nails; And 
she shall put the raiment of her 
captivity from.off her, and shall re- 
main in thine house, and bewail 
her father and her mother a full 
month: and after that thou shalt 
go in unto her, and be her hus- 
band, and she shall be thy wife. 
And it shall be, if thou have no 
delight in her, then thou shalt let 
her go whither she will; but thou 
shalt not sell her at all for money, 
thou shalt not make merchandise 
of her, because thou hast humbled 
her,” 

Now, if you were making a god, 
you infer that you would not make 
this kind of a god who would give 
this kind of instruction! I am sure 
you will understand me when I say 
I have no confidence that you could 
make a better god than the God of 
the Bible. In fact I am sure you 
could not improve on His holiness 
and righteousness and morality in 
any respect. , 

First consider that Israelites 
are helped in a just war, and that 
God Himself gives them victory 
over wicked people who hate them 
and would do them wrong. That is 
necessarily implied if God delivers 
the enemies into the hands of the 
children of Israel. I hope you can 
see that displaced persons after a 
war ought to be cared for. Ordi- 
narily the best that a woman could 
hope for even now after a great 
war when her country is defeated, 
her father and mother killed and a 
home destroyed, would be to take 
work as a domestic servant. I 


know a man who was the head of 
a great manufacturing concern in 
Germany who is now janitor of a 
church in Decatur, Illinois, and 


wonderfully happy to have the op- 
portunity. So the problem is there, 
and it seems a little foolish to 
sneer at God for providing for the 
solution of a problem, in such 
cases. | 

Third, the nicest thing that could 
happen to a young woman who lost 
her father and mother and her 
home, in a war, would be to be 
loved and sought as a wife. Per- 
haps you do not know it but wo- 
men would rather be wives than 
servants or hired women. You may 
think that a captive woman would 
think that a terrible fate, to be 
loved and married, but I assure 
you that the captive woman would 
not think so. 


And you must remember, last of 
all, that God provides here for 
sacred and holy marriage with pro- 
tection and love equal to any oth- 
er wife. In fact, the following vers- 
es particularly safeguard a_ wife 
and children, guaranteeing the 
rights of the firstborn even to the 
son of a woman unloved. 

After a complete examination, I 
would have to say that I believe a 
holy and good God made wonder- 
fully kind and sensible provision 
for the marriage and welfare of a 
destitute orphan left as a result of 
war. God did not justify any wick- 
ed war, for unholy purposes. He 
did not suggest that the woman be 
ill-treated. He did not at all sug- 
gest that the woman be used for 
immoral purposes, nor even as an 
unloved concubine. But He pro- 
vides that she should be a proper 
wife. If you were familiar with 
customs around the world, even 
today, you would feel that this 
is a most sensible and pleasing 
solution to such a difficult prob- 
lem. And the United States -Gov- 
ernment has often given provision 
for American soldiers to marry 
German girls who came out of the 
war desolate, and you did not criti- 
cize them at all! 

3. You asked me to. explain 
Deuteronomy 2:34 which _ says, 
“And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed the 
men, and the women, and. the lit- 
tle ones, of every city, we left 
none to remain.” 


Of course you would not be 
familiar enough with the Scrip- 
ture to know the background, but 
a “free thinker’ really should 
have investigated that. In Deu- 
teronomy Moses is only recounting 
what is recorded more in detail in 
Numbers 21:21-24. There you will 
see that Sihon, king of the Amo- 
rites, and his people came out ag- 
gressively to fight against Israel, 
who tried to have peace. Israel 
fought in self-defence, and defeated 
Sihon and his armies. 


Moreover, Deuteronomy 2:31 
shows us that Sihon and his peo- 
ple are part of those who have 
gone on in sin so long that God 
had determined to give their land 
to Israel and destroy them. Hun- 
dreds of years before this, God had 
planned for Abraham and his seed 
to possess the land of Canaan. But 
God said, “The iniquity of the 
Amorites is not yet full.”’ The peo- 
ple lived in such sin, there was 
such degeneracy, immorality .and 
wickedness among the people that 
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The words above are part of the Japanese 
version of WHAT MUST | DO TO BE SAVED, 
by Evangelist John R. Rice.

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God was angry with them even 
then. But His mercy allowed them 
hundreds of years more and the 
people increased in wickedness. 
Now, when the children of Israel 
came to take the land, it was be- 
cause God had determined to de- 
stroy them for their wickedness. 

Of course, if you are not really 
a “free thinker” and if you have 
a bias against the punishment .of 
sin, and if you favor sin, and are 
against God, you can argue about 
this matter. But if you have a 
heart and mind that is for the 
right, and for the punishment of 
sin, you can understand how God 
had this nation blotted out. Wick- 
ed, immoral people, heathen peo- 
ple, enemies of God and morality, 
attacked the children of Israel. 
The children of Israel. destroyed 
them, 


Of course I understand _ that 
there are multitudes of people who 
do not want a child whipped to 
make him obey, do not want a 
criminal put in jail, do not want 
a murderer executed, though the 
Bible plainly commands it. They 
do not like it that God has clearly 
warned that Christ-rejecting, im- 
penitent sinners go to Hell. If you 
have that kind of bias against 
righteousness and against God, 
then of course you will not like a 
God who punishes sin. But in that 
trouble we do not need a new God, 
you simply need a new heart. 

And we should remember that 
little children cut off and taken to 
Heaven before they should reach 
the years of accountability and be- 
fore they should be led into every 
kind of vile sin and idolatry would 
be much more fortunate than if 
they should live and grow into the 
same kind of sinners that their fa- 
thers were who had so angered 
God with their wickedness. 


4. You ask me to explain Exodus 
22:18, which says, “Thou shalt not 
suffer a witch to live.” 


Here, I think your problem is 
that you are thinking about history, 
andthe witchcraft scare in the 
Massachusetts colony in colonial 
times, and are not really thinking 
about what a witch is. If you were 
familiar with the Scripture you 
would find that there were certain 
people who dabbled in connection 
with evil spirits, people who were 
openly against God and worked 
for Satan. They are agents of Sa- 
tan and agents of evil spirits, and 
God ordered such people to be de- 
stroyed. 


If you were familiar with the 
literature on the subject you 
would know that even now it is 
scientifically-accepted fact, that 
there are psychic phenomena not 
explainable by natural causes. Of 
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course most fortunetellers and 
spirit mediums are fakes, but some 
things cannot be explained away. 
Among heathen people where 
there is less enlightenment many 
people are known to be definitely 
Devil-possessed. And many of 
them have been miraculously heal- 
ed, through the power of God on 
missionaries, as were Devil-pos- 
sessed people in Bible times. 


But a witch is one who consci- 
ously and intentionally is given 
over to evil spirits. Of course, to 
aceuse people of witchcraft be- 
cause of one superstition or an- 
other as was done in colonial 
times in Massachusetts was wick- 
ed. But nothing like that is taught 
in the Bible. Here we are simply 
taught that back in the days -of 
the theocracy, one who was open- 
ly a witch, who dabbled with evil 
spirits and who foretold the future 
and otherwise misled people and 
led them to idolatry and Devil 
worship, should be put to death. 
And in that matter I do not see 
any reason for complaint at God/ 


2. You asked me to explain I 
Samuel 15:1-3, where Saul was 
commanded, “Now go and smite 
Amalek, and utterly destroy all 
that they have, and spare them 
not; but slay both man and wo- 
man, infant and suckling, ox and 
sheep, camel and ass.” 


This is not hard to understand 
if you remember that these same 
Amalekites are enemies of God 
and righteousness who have long 
been deserving of destruction.

To teach and preach 
that Gospel is the ministry of the 
church. And when the last mem- 
ber is added to the bride of Christ, 
then He will translate the church, 
call her to meet Him in the air. 


But, you ask, when will this 
meeting in the air take place? I 
do not’ know. Some people profess 
to know. Pastor Russell, the found- 
er of the cult known as Jehovah's 
Witnesses, set the date at 1874, 
then changed it to 1914, and still 
later to 1918. Judge Rutherford, 
who followed as the leader of that 
sect, since the death of Russell, 
placed the date at 1945. But not 
one of these false teachers knows 
when Christ will come for the 
church, Russellism is an abomin- 
able heresy which robs the Lord 
Jesus of His deity, teaches its fol- 
lowers not to salute our flag, and 
leads men to perdition. It is un- 
Christian, unpatriotic, and satanic! 
In speaking of His return, Christ 
Himself said, 

“..of that day and that hour 
knoweth no man, no, not. the 
angels which are in heaven, neith- 
er the Son, but the Father. Take 
ye heed, watch and pray: for ye 
know not when the time is.’— 
Mark 13:32, 33. 

“..in such an hour as. ye 
think not the Son of man cometh.” 
—Matt. 24:44. 

“'..it is not for you to know 
the times or the seasons, which the 
Father hath put in his own pow- 
er.’—Acts 1:7. 

Another false cult, whose follow- 
ers were called Millerites, set the 
date of Christ’s return at 1844. 
These deluded people gave up their 
farms, left home and business, put 
on their ascension robes, got up 
on the housetops, and sang; but 
Christ did not come when they 
said He would. No; He told us 
expressly that we must not set 
dates. But let us realize that we 
are living ever nearer to that 
wonderful event. Each day brings 
His coming closer. Does each day 
see souls brought to a personal 
knowledge of Him as the only 
Saviour and Lord because of our 
faithfulness in witnessing? 

Christ taught that He was. com- 
ing again. The disciples taught it. 
Then is it possible for Him to re- 
turn in this generation? I believe 
it is. Not only so, but it looks very 
probable. I am not saying that 
He will; but I am very definitely 
hoping that He will come soon— 
if not this year, then next year. 
We dare not set dates; but His 
coming for His bride is the “bless- 
ed hope” of the church; and His 
return with His church to reign 
is the only hope for this sin- 
cursed world. 


What The Translation Of The 


Church Will Mean To The World 

When the church is translated, 
the world will not see the Lord. 
The world will not know that He 
has descended and caught the 
church up to meet Him “in the 
air.” The world will miss those 
who: shall have gone. They will 
Goubtless wonder about the mys- 
tery of the absence of loved ones 
and friends. But then the Anti- 
christ will be revealed; and all 
the world will begin to worship 
him and to wonder “after the

maker, Satan’s counterfeit; and 
men who shall have rejected the 
Gospel of the Son of God will be 
deceived by his cunning. They will 
be fit instruments in his hands to 
do Satan’s worst, for “strong de- 
lusion” will fill their godless minds 
and hearts. They will rush head- 
long into the darkest period of 
this world’s history, into “the great 
tribulation,” which will precede the 
return of Christ in visible power 
and great glory. 

Yes; Christ will call His church 
to meet Him “in the air.” He will 
not appear to the world when He 
translates His own, to take them 
out of that awful “time of Jacob's 
trouble,” which will bring the 
darkest night to mankind. It will 
be dark, indeed; but the darkness 
will just precede the dawn of a 
glorious new day, when “the Sun 
of righteousness will arise with 
healing in his wings” (Mal. 4:2). 

Where was the last place “this 
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world saw the Lord Jesus Christ? 
It was upon the accursed tree. 
There the unregenerated world 
last saw the eternal God and only 
Saviour, hanging, bleeding, suf- 
fering, dying the most shameful 
and painful of deaths. Before He 
went to Calvary, having been re- 
jected by the nation of Israel, He 
wept over Jerusalem, saying, 
‘Behold, your house is left unto 
you desolate. For I say unto you, 
Ye shall not see me henceforth, till 
ye shall say, Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord.” 
—Matt. 23:38, 39. 


The world thrust the Son of 
God out at the point of a spear. 
And when He arose in triumph 
from the grave, none but those 
who believed on Him saw Him in 
His resurrection glory. Pilate did 
not see Him. The Pharisees and 
the Sadducees did not see Him. 
Only His friends and loved ones 
saw Him before He ascended into 
Heaven, there to await that com- 
ing day when He shall call every 
member of His body Home. The 
world will see Him again only 
when He returns in glory to purge 
the earth of sin, and to take His 
rightful throne. When He comes 
for the church, it will be suddenly, 
“as a thief in the night.” A thief 
does not ring a bell, and say, 
“Here am I.” 

When I was pastor of a church 
in Minneapolis, we arose one morn- 
ing to find all the dresser drawers 
open, the clothing scattered. “A 
burglar has been here,” I said. I 
wondered what in the world that 
thief had been doing in our house. 
I knew he could not have been 
searching for some of my sermons! 
But before we discovered that he 
had been there, he had gone. 


That is the way it will be when 
Jesus takes the church Home to 
glory. One of these days the Lord 
will descend, and no one will see 
Him but the church. There will be 
“the trump of God, and the voice 
of the archangel,” but no one will 
hear except the church, those 
whose ears are tuned to hear. This 
radio sends its sound-waves over 
the air, but one has to “tune in” 
to get those sounds. My friend, if 
you should be living when Christ 
takes the church to Heaven, you 
will not have your ear tuned to 
hear His call unless you have been 
born again by faith in His shed 
blood. It may be that the redeemed 
of the Lord will hear just one 
word, “Come.” Jesus says, “Come 
unto me, and I will give you rest.” 
Will you, my unsaved friend, let 
Him tune your ear to listen for 
His voice in that coming day? The 
call of His bride may be heard 
very soon! 

The translation of the church 
will mean the breaking up of 
homes. The godly wife will be call- 
ed away, leaving behind the un- 
believing husband. The believing 
husband will leave the ungodly 
wife. Children who know the Lord 
will be gone. Then the great tribu- 
lation will soon be at hand; un- 
speakable suffering and woe. What 
is happening in the world at war 
today cannot be compared with the 
horrors of that time of trouble; 
for our Lord expressly told us that 
it would be the most terrible tribu- 
lation this old world had ever wit- 
nessed, or ever should see. No doubt 
the newspapers will publish extra 
editions, for all the editors will not 
go. People will possibly talk of 
nothing else for a time. Then 
Satan will have full sway, and 
men will quickly follow this false 
Christ. 7 

While believers in the Lord 
Jesus are in the world, they are 
the salt of the earth, lights in the 
world to reflect His glory. It is 
this body, endued with the power 
of the Holy Spirit, which holds in 
check the influence of sin today. 
If it were not for the church and 
the ministry of the cross of Christ, 
the pandemonium would have be- 
gun. The church, empowered by 
the Holy Spirit, is the means God 
is using to hold in check the very 
powers of Hell. But when. the 
Holy Spirit’s influence through the 
church is taken away, then dark- 
ness and cruelty and evil shall pre- 
Vail. 

I believe the human imagination 
is absolutely incapable of picturing 
the awful days of the tribulation 
period. 

It will be worse than it was be- 
fore, the flood, when only eight 
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(souls were saved. 


It will be worse than it was in 
Egypt, when the children of Israel 
were put under cruel taskmasters, | 
and compelled to make brick with- 
out straw. 

It will be worse than persecu- 
tion by Antiochus Epiphanes, 
when the blood of Israel ran like 
a river. 

It will be worse than the de- 
struction of Jerusalem, when men, 
women, and children were torn in 
pieces. 


It will be worse than the reign 
of Nero, when he took Christians 
by the multitudes, and forced them 
to fight with gladiators, or be tor- 
tured in unspeakable ways. This 
cruel monster burned believers in 
Jesus with pitch, driving his 
chariot in his drunken revelry be- 
tween the flaming bodies» even 
as he cursed their God. 


It will be worse than the Span- 
ish Inquisition, when the Chris- 
tians were put to the rack, when 
their thumbs were twisted in 
thumbscrews, in order to make 
them recant. 


It will be worse than the French 
Revolution, when Marie Antoinette 
and Louis XVI were marched with 
thousands of others to the guil- 
lotine. 


It will be the most awful time 
ever known, because it will be the 
first time the Devil will be allowed 
to exercise such power. Oh, think 
of it! Those of you who have been 
hearing the Gospel for years, and 
yet have not taken a stand for 
Christ! Your condition is worse 
than that of the poor fetish wor- 
shippers of Africa! 

But all this that I have describ- 
ed is not all. There will be signs 
in the heavens above and on the 
earth beneath. Great catastrophes 
like the one that made of San 
Francisco a heap of ruins will be 
repeated, only on a far greater 
scale. The centers of a boasted 
civilization with its foundations of 
blood and tears will crumble to 
the ground. Intense heat will burn 
the grass and the trees of the 
field. Pestilences like bubonic 
plague will carry off thousands. 
The sun will be darkened; . the 
moon turned into blood; the 
stars of heaven will not give their 
light. It will be such a time of 
trouble as never was, “no, nor ever 
shall be” (Matt. 24:21). But thank 
God! The Lord Himself will come 
to end that awful tribulation, and 
to establish His kingdom of peace 
and righteousness! 


What The Translation Of The 
Church Will Mean To The Believer 

“..eye hath not seen, nor ear 
heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man, the things which 
God hath prepared for them that 
love him.’’—I Cor. 2:9. 


Is that promise from God’s in- 
fallible Word not incentive for us 
to “love His appearing?” Think of 
meeting that loved one who has 
gone on before you! Think of walk- 
ing on the streets of the New 
Jerusalem with Peter, James, and 
John! Think of listening to their 
story of the transfiguration and 
of the Garden of Gethsemane. I 
want to hear Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abednego tell of going through 
the fiery furnace. I want to tell 
Daniel what an inspiration his 
prophecies have been to me. I 
want to see Zacchaeus and Paul 
and Silas, Mary, the mother of 
our Lord, Moses and Elijah—hosts 
of God’s redeemed children! What — 
a gathering that will be, “when the 
saints come marching in,” to quote 
our colored brethren in Christ! 

But the crowning joy of Heaven 
will be one glimpse of the face of 
our blessed Lord! To look upon 
that face which was once marred 
and scarred for our sins; to be- 
hold His uncreated glory; to see 
that face which shines like the 
sun; to behold Him who is “alto- 
gether lovely”—‘“that will be glory 
for me” and for all the redeemed 
children of God! 7 

There will be “the marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb” and the bestowal 
of rewards for faithful service 
rendered in the name of Christ. 
It would seem that these wonder- 
ful events will take place in 
Heaven while the Great Tribula-. 
tion is running its course upon 
earth. Then Christ will return 
with His bride, to end that time 
of trouble and to establish His 
millennial kingdom. 
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The Return Of Christ In Glory 
When Jesus comes in glory, the 
Jewish nation will look upon Him 


whom they have pierced, and will 


be converted in a day. The nations 
will be judged; the Antichrist and 
the false prophet will be cast into 
the lake of fire; Satan will be 
bound for a thousand years; and 
tthe Lord will reign “from sea to 
sea, and from river unto the ends 
of the earth” (Psalm 72:8). (See 
Rev. 19:1; 20:6). 

The millennium will be the gold- 
en age of the world’s history. In- 
stead of thorns and thistles, there 
will grow up tthe fir tree and the 
myrtle tree. ‘The desert shall 
blossom as the rose.” The animal 
kingdom will be at peace. Men will 
beat their swords into ~plough- 
shares, and their spears into prun- 
ing ‘hooks. There will be no more 
famine, no more poor and op- 
pressed,-no Devil loose to cause 
sin and suffering and woe. I think 
men will make discoveries which 
‘avill cause our present civilization 
to seem insignificant by way of 
comparison. The Lord will be King, 
and we shall reign with Him. 

We shall reign, but not in these oid 
mortal bodies. Our bodies will be 
like Christ’s, not subject to the 
laws of gravity. I drop a book 
from my hand, and it falls to-the 
‘ground. Why? Because gravitation 
pulls it down. But our resurrection 
bodies will be like our Lord’s re- 
surrection body. 

Think of coming back to reign 
‘here with Christ in this old world 
Where we have lived and struggled 
and fought in order to get along! 
Imagine coming back to reign with 
Him! I .do not know where the 
Lord will let you and me reign, 
but we shall reign—with Him! 

A man walked down a_ road 
nearly one hundred miles when he 
was a boy, looking for work. When 
he was tired, he slept in haystacks; 
but he trudged on. Afterwards he 
became wealthy, was married, and 
God gave him a happy family. He 
put them into their car and drove 
back slowly over tthe same road 
where twenty-five years previously 
he had walked, a hungry, tired, 
outcast boy. He said afterwards 
that he had never before taken 
a trip that so inspired him. 

My Christian friend, our coming 
back to reign with Christ on this 
earth will be more wonderful 
than that, more .wonderful than 
we can ever Know in this life! 


From The Reign Of Christ In 
Glory To The Eternal State 


The twentieth chapter of Rev- 
elation outlines clearly the chain 
of events which will follow the 
reign of Christ on earth. It makes 
clear that during the rule of the 
Lord, Satan will be chained in the 
bottomless pit. Then ‘the will be 
“loosed out of his prison for a 


little season.” He will go up and 
down the earth to tempt peopie. 
He will find a beautiful world, 
but he will still seek worship; he 
will still hate God and His Christ. 
Is seems to us that the multitudes
